He will talk extemporane- 
ously, not as the mayor of New 
York but as an attorney and pri- 
vate citizen. 
He will be assisted 


by two famous lawyers, Frank P. 
Walsh, senior counsel for Mooney, 
and Aaron Sapiro, long identi- 
fied with the Mooney case. 


The spotlight of national atten- 


tion will be focused on the hearing, 
vhich will be open to the press and 
the public. 


Special police to the number of 


three hundred have been assigned 
to guard the state building and the 
state supreme court room where 
the proceedings will be held. 


Communistic demonstrations are 


anticipated. Labor groups have 
obtained a permit to stage "a 
Mooney parade." 


Mooney himself has complicat-
